WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—How

Street brokers and ha ed the 
deflation by demanding their money 
after the “big break” in October 
of that year was disclosed to the 
Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee today. 

Clarence E. Groesbeck, chairman 
of the board of the Electric Bond 
and Share Co., the gigantic public 
tility holding company organiza- 
on, testified that during the year 
1929 his company had made a total 
of 1663 “call loans” for an aggre- 
gate of $867,295,000, and that the 
highest amount outstanding on one 
day—Aug. 27—was $187,900,000. The 
‘ily average of the company’s 
loan, he said, was $100,727,000. The 
interest range was from 5 to 15 
per cent. After the break in Oc- 
tober the company materially re- 
duced this type of loan, the wit- 
hess said. 

R. P. Resor, assistant treasurer 
of Standard Oil, Ine., a great hold- 
ing company of the oil industry, 
-stified that his company had had 
an aggregate of $17,672,520,000 in 
the call money market in 1929, and 
that the highest amount outstand- 
ing on any one day was $97,824,000. 

Cities Service Record. 

Ernest H. Johnston, vice-presi- 
dent of Cities Service Co., told the 
committee that Henry L. Doherty 
& Co, which he identified as the 
fiscal agents for the widespread 
Doherty utility empire, had made 
912 “call loans” to brokers in 1929 
for an aggregate amount of $285,- 
$25,000 and that the highest amount 
outstanding on one day was $41,- 
$00,000 on Sept. 25, about a month 
before the stock market crash. He 
faid that none of the loans were 
outstanding at the end of the year. 

All three witnesses said that the 
unds lent on Wall Street had been 
artly surpluses from operations 
and partly from receipts received 
from the sale of securities during 
the famous bull market.

House Committee Votes to End 
Competitive Bidding on 
Contracts. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — The 
House Postoffice Committee voted 
today to establish a fixed price a 
pound for air mail, eliminating com- 
petitive bidding. 

The figure, Chairman Mead said, 
will be fixed probably at around 2 
mills a pound mile as against the 
4.2 mills average for 1932. 

“Under competitive bidding,” he 
told newspaper men, “we are sup- 
posed to have had a number of 
companies getting together and 
agreeing who should make the low- 
est bid and what his bid should be. 
That brought us rates averaging 
4.2 a pound mile. 

Under the new system, the rate 
automatically would be around 2 
mills a pound mile with the best 
available carrier selected.” 

Representative Kelly (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, author of the bill 
now before the committee, said this 
change would result in a reduction 


from the $19,000,000 spent for air 


mail in 1932 to around $9,000,000. 

Mead added that the committee 
“probably will adopt an amendment 
permitting these contractors whose 
contracts have been canceled to 
come back in the Government ser- 
vice under very severe stipulations 
and restrictions.”

Beacon Not Burning at 
Field Because Company, 
Recently in Receivership, 
Was Economizing.

FREMONT, O., Feb. 23.—Lieut. 
Norman Burnett, Army air mail 
pilot, bailed out of his ship seven 
miles north of Fremont early today 
and suffered.a broken left leg in 
his parachute descent. Burnett was 
out_of Cleveland for Chicago on an 
empty run. 

He was found at 7 a. m. by Ir- 
win Bowersox, a farmer, three 
hours after the accident. Burnett 
said he encountered a blizzard, lost 
his bearings, and decided to take 
to his chute. He thought he was 
far away from habitation, and 
failed to call out for help until 
daylight. When he started yelling, 
Bowersox heard the cry, and sent 
the flyer in an automobile to Me- 
morial Hospital. 

Hospital attendants said they 
were uncertain as to the full extent 
of the flyer’s injuries, but thought 
he was suffering from exposure 
and shock in addition to the frac- 
ture. 

The flyer came down on the Bow- 
ersox farm and was only a few hun- 
dred yards from the farm house 
when he fell, 

He left Cleveland at 3:15 a. m., 
and crashed shortly thereafter. 
Weather conditions when he de- 
parted were reported favorable. 


Flyer Misses Airport, 
Crashes Into Tree.

CRISFIELD, Md., Feb. 23.—Lieut. 
Harold Deitz, flying the mails from 
Newark to Richmond, ran into 
thick fog last night and crashed, 
suffering a skull fracture and in- 
ternal injuries. 

Twice he circled Salisbury, Md., 
seeking a place to land. There was 
a good place near there—a commer- 
cial airport, in fact—but its bea- 
con, officials said, had been dark- 
ened for economy, as the company 
recently had been in the hands of 
receivers. Deitz flew oon in the 
darkness and crashed into a tree in 
a field near here. 

While Deitz circlec Salisbury, 
emergency men from the electric 
light company were rushing toward 
the airport to connect the meter. 
A fire truck clanged to the field 
and took position. Hundreds of 
persons watched. 

As Deitz’s plane roared south- 
ward, the meter was connect- 
ed. Shortly light stabbed the dark- 
ness—but Deitz was miles to the 
south. 

The crash occurred at Marion 
Station, seven miles from Crisfield. 
People hurrying there found Deitz 
burely conscious, his plane a wreck. 

“Don’t bother anything in the 
plane. Take care of the mail,” said 
the 22-year-old pilot from Easton, 
Pa. The mail, 81 pounds, was sal- 


vaged.

JAKE THE BARBER’ 


|Roger Touhy and Two of 
His Gangsters Convicted 
at Second Trial for $70,- 
000 Ransom Abduction. 
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JURY DELIBERATES 
6. HOURS ON PENALTY 


Votes Defendants Guilty 
and Then Splits on Death 
Sentence — Breaks Up 
Last of Old Gangs.

CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Roger Touhy 
and two co-defendants were convict- 
ed early today of the kidnaping of 
John (Jake the Barber) Factor. 
The jury fixed the prison sentences 
of all three at 99 years. Those con- 
victed with Touhy were Albert Ka- 
tor and Gustav Schaefer. 

The jury shortly after midnight 
reported a verdict after deliberating 
six hours. 

‘A previous trial ended in a jury 
disagreement. Before that, in St 
Paul, Minn., Touhy was acquitted 
of a Federal charge of kidnaping 
William Hamm Jr., wealthy brewer. 

The verdict marked one of the 
few victories in State courts for the 
prosecution of major kidnapings. 
The others in recent crime history 
were the convictions :f the kidnap- 
ers of August Luer, Alton banker 
and of James Hackett, Blue Island, 
Ill, gambler. The sentences in 
those cases ranged from life im- 
prisonment to five years. 

The conviction of the Touhy 
gangsters came after a seven-day 
trial. 


Guilty on First Ballot. 

The first ballot resulted in a 
unanimous verdict of guilty. The 
second was taken after discussion 
as to what the sentence would be. 
Half of the jurors were reported 
to have held out for the death pen- 
alty. "Phe next -yote, ‘however, Te}: 
sulted in a unanimons verdict of 99 
years in prison. 

The State had asked for the 
death penalty “or at least 99 years” 
and unless the sentence is made in- 
valid by a new trial or a reversal: 
by the Supreme Court, the Touhy 
men will go to prison to remain 
for at least 33 years—the required 
time before they would be eligible 
for parole. 

Hearing on a motion for a new 
trial is set for tomorrow. 

The luck which carried Touhy 
through the two other kidnaping 
trials went steadily from bad to 
worse during the second trial here. 

The day before it: opened, two 
Touhy followers were seized in 
Baltimore. In the middle of the 
trial one of them—Isaac Costner, 
a Tennessee bad man, who was im- 
ported for the kidnaping—con- 


Next day another, Walter A. Hen- 
richsen, following his example, and 
admitted collecting the suitcase full 
of cash—$70,000. in $10 and $20 bills 
—which Factor paid fof his release. 

Touhy and Gustav (Gloomy Gus) 
Schaefer. two of the defendants, 
were captured in Elkcorn,’Wis., af- 
ter the kidnaping, because they 
bumped over a telephone pole with 
their car, and so encountered the 
local police, Costner—with Basil 
(The Owl) Banghart, another still 
to go on trial for the kidnaping— 
was picked up in Baltimore be- 
cause he failed to leave his auto- 
mobile tail light on. 

The defense brought smiles from 
the jurors: It came from Bang- 
hart, nicknamed “The Ow!” because 
of his blinking manner and his 
huge heart-shaped face, who ac- 
cused Factor of staging his own 
abduction to avoid extradition to 
England, where he is wanted in 
connection with a stock deal. 

Courtroom Closely Guarded. 

Guards were placed about: the 
courtroom for ‘the trial, and floors 
above. and. below the courtroom 
were patrolled as the jury delib- 
erated. 

The sentence wound up one of 
the famous kidnapings of the 1930- 
33 kidnaping wave. Factor, a 
wealthy stock speculator, was 
seized last July 1 as he left @ road- 
house with a party of friends, and 
held for 12 days in a farm house, 
being released after payment of the 
$70,000 ransom. 

After his reléase the gang -de- 
manded payment of an additional 
$50,000. Factor informed police, 
who set a trap for the kidnapers, 
which they eluded.

The will’ of August A. Busch, 
president of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
was filed today in Probate Court 
at Clayton. The internationally 
known brewer ended his life Feb. 
13 at his Grant’s Farm home, be- 
cause of intense suffering from 
cardiac asthma. 

The will, brief in its main pro- 
visions, leaves practically the en- 
tire estate to the widow, Mrs. Alice 
Busch. It suggests that she take 
an annual income of $60,000, and 
distribute the remainder of the in- 
come among their five children; 
and it outlines at length a system 
for the distribution; but this is not 
binding on Mrs. Busch, whose title 
to all the property and income is 
declared to be absolute. No state- 


ment or estimate of the estate’s |: 


value is made. 

A note written by the brewer 
on the day of executing the will, 
Oct. 5, 1932, was made public with 
the will by his personal attorney, 
Daniel N. Kirby. The note, ad- 
dressed “To my beléved wife and 
children,” expressed regret that no 
bequests to charity were made, but 
stated that the writer had given 
liberally to such causes in his life- 
time.

No direction or suggestion is 
given in the will as to the allot- 
ment of offices and responsibilities 
in the business, as between the two 
sons, Adolphus Busch III and 
August A. Busch Jr. The elder son, 
Adolphus, was elected president of 
Anheuser-Busch Inc., by the direc- 
tors yesterday, and August Jr. was 
advanced from second vice-presi- 
dent to first vice-president, retain- 
ing the position of general man- 
ager. The first Adolphus Busch, 
co-founder of the business, who 
died in 1913, provided specifically 
in his will for control of all his 
business interests by August A. 
Busch, who was his only surviving 
son then active in the business. 

Mother, Sons Executors. 

The two sons and their mother 
are named as executors of the 
estate, without bond, and the sons 
and the St, Louis Union Trust Co. 
are named as trustees; but the 
trust provisions, which were to 
apply in case Mrs. Busch should 
die before her husband, or before 
receiving his personal estate from 
the executors, will be of no effect 
after the distribution is mace to 
her, and serve only as a guide 
to Mrs. Busch in her distribu- 
tion of surplus income, it being 
entirely at her discretion whether 
she shall follow the plan there out- 
lined. 

Mrs. Busch today notified the 
Probate Court that she would not 
act as one of the executors, waiv- 
ing that privilege in favor of her 
sons.

independence and integrity of the 
Belgian people and the integrity of 
the territory.” 

Thousands Cheer New Ruler. - 
Foreign representatives and dip- 
lomats in the lavishly-decorated 
Chamber of Deputies cheered the 
new ruler with the same enthusi- 
asm as did thousands of persons 
who watched him on his ride to 
Parliament from the royal castie- 
at suburban Laeken. 

Thousands of Belgians shouting- 
“Vive le Roi” and waving 
and handkerchiefs hailed Leopold 
on his triumphant ride.

On the stand for the fifth con- 
secutive day, Brown previously had 


expanded details of the award of 
— contracts during his admin- 
istration. 

“T told -my secretary, Kenneth 
McPherson,” Brown said, “I'd like 
for him to go over my personal 
correspondence and use his own 
judgment in sorting out pape: that 
m‘ght be of value to me and to dis- 
pose of the part that had no value. 
I had no place to store it without 
a good deal of expense.” 

Brown said emphatically, how- 
ever, that he told McPherson -o 
sort over only his personal ,apers. 
He- said he never saw his office 
files while Postmaster-General, 


leaving that to subordinates. 


Department employes have told 
the committee that official corre- 
spondence was put into the furnace 
at the direction of Brown's secre- 
tary at the end of the Hoover <«d- 
ministration. 

A few days after that testimopy, 
Brown turned over a sheaf of let- 
ters to Potmaster-General Farley, 
saying he had found them unéx- 
pectedly in a chest of personal cor- 
respondence and odds and ends left 
over from his days in office. He 
paid at the time the letters were 
some which department employes 
had testified were burned. 


Letters Found in Chest. 

Brown testified today that the 
first time he gave a thought to the 
contents of the box was on Jan. 
12, 1934. 

“Mr. Glover was in New York,” 
he said, “and my attention had 
been directed to testimony in this 
investigation. We, Glover and I, 
were trying to fix the date when 
N. A. T. began passenger opera- 
tions—they being the most stub- 
born about it. 

“I said to him that a compila- 
tion of mail. contracts we made 
about a couple of years ago might 
show that.” 

Brown then said he asked his 
wife to have the hotel porter send 
the box to their library. 

“That was on Friday,” he said, 
adding that for one reason or an- 
other, partly because of disturbance 
over “the publicity” at-the air mail 
hearing, he did not open the box 
until the following Tuesday. 

“Then,” he said, “I said to Mrs. 
Brown, ‘Let’s-open that box.’ We 
did and there tied up near the top 
I found two packages, one con- 
taining letters labeled ‘merchant 
marine’ the other ‘air mail’ ” 


“I Never Saw the Files.” 


“Was there any other correspond- 
ence relating to either the ocean 
or air mail contracts in that box or 
any other box removed from the 
Postoffice Department?” Senator 
Austin (Rep.), asked.

$4,945,000 in Interest. 

Resor said that Standard Oil, 
Inc., which he explained should not 
be confused with the . operating 
company called the Standard Oil 
Co., of New Jersey, received a to- 
tal of $4,945,000 in interest on its 
1929 call loans. 

Pecora is examining the officers 
of large corporations to show that 
“loans for the account of others,” 
which are prohibited by the Fletch- 
er-Rayburn bill, played an integral 
part in stock market operations.

He defended the activities of spe- 
cialists, saying the system was “an 
essential part of the only important 
market for securities.” 

The legislation is aimed to pre- 
vent specialists in certain stocks 
from using their inside information 
for their own profit. 

“The greatest criticism which 
has been leveled against specialists 
and apparently the evil at which 
this section of the bill is aimed, 
is that they are dllowed to buy 
and sell for their own account the 
stocks in which they accept orders 
from others,” he said. 

Defends S 


“Most people think this allows 
a specialist to trade against the 
orders which have been entrusted 
to him and that, therefore, he. is 
buying and selling to the disad- 
vantage of his customers. 

“This, of course, is not true. For 
many years the rules of the Ex- 
change have prohibited a specialist 
from trading against his custom- 
ers’ orders.” 

Whitney said it was commonly 
supposed that speciaiists by reason 
of the information which they se- 
cure from the orders entrusted to 
them have a great advantage in 
trading for their own accounts. 

“If anything, the contrary is 
true,” he said, “because the special- 
ist is bound to execute his custom- 
ers’ orders before he may trade for 
his own account.” 

The odd lot businessehe said, pro- 
vided a market for all purchasers 
and sellers of listed stocks in 
amounts of less than 100 shares. 

Opposes “Domination.” 

Power granted the Trade Com- 
mission in the bill ne called “not 
regulation but domiz.ation.” 

“There is no single activity of a 
stock exchange from the admission 
of members to their suspension or 
expulsion that may not be con- 
trolled,” he asserted. 

“The election of the officers of 
an exchange and the appointment 
of its committees are likewise with- 
in the control of the Federal Trade 
Commission.” 


Declares Bill Invalid. 

The constitutionality of the bill 
was challenged by Thomas B. Gay, 
counse] for the New York Stock 
Exchange. Gay contended that 
however necessary the control of 
the so-called abuses and conduct 
of stéck exchanges, Congress was 
without constitutional power to do 
it because transactions were of an 
intrastate and not interstate char- 
acter and hence should be con- 
trolled by the states. 

“This is the most far-reaching 
regulatory power ever attempted by 
Congress,” Gay said. “The consti- 
tutional aspects are so far-reach- 
ing,” he asserted, “as to render it, 
to say the least, subject to the 
greatest doubt whether there exists 
in the Constitution power of Con- 
gress to enact this bill.” 

The Fietcher-Rayburn bill also 
met the opposition of the Associat- 
ed Stock Exchanges in testimony 
before the House committee. Eu- 
gene E. Thompson of Washington, 
president of the association, said 
it was the judgment of the organ- 
ization that if the proposed legis- 
lation was passed without modi- 
fication the exchanges would be 
“hampered and thwarted in their

DECISION IN CONTEST

State Supreme Court Overrules 
Contention Nieces Had 
Only Life Interest.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.— 
Provisions of the will of William 
R. Pye of St.. Louis, who died in 
1889, conveying in’ trust property 
that later attained a value of more 
than $2,500,000 to two nieces, Mrs. 
Louisa H. Chapman of Detroit and 
the late Mrs. Fannie H. Higbee of 
St. Louis, were construed and sus- 
tained today by Division No. 2 of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

The decision overruled a conten- 
tion of six distant heirs, who had 
intervened in a suit by the trustee 


“to terminate the trust, that the will 


conveyed only a life estate in the 
property to Mrs. Chapman and 
Mrs. Higbee, and not an absolute 
fee. The intervenors contended 
that they were the only remaining 
heirs and as such were entitled 
to the rest of the trust estate. 

When the proceeding was insti- 
tuted in 1927, the assets remaining 
in the trust estate totaled slightly 
more than $500,000. 

The Supreme Court affirmed a 
ruling of St. Louis Circuit Court 
that the intervenors had no in- 
terest in the trust estate. * 

The intervenors were Mrs. Joseph 
Pulitzer, Mrs.. Ethel Allen, Mrs. 
Laura Whittemore and Mrs. Dor- 
othy Bennett, all daughters of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Edgar, who also was a 
niece of Pye, and Edward N. Beall 
and Benjamin L. Beall, nephews of 
Pye. | 
Judge E. M. Tipton, who wrote 
the opinion, held rye conveyed an 
absolute title to the property and 
not just a life use, to Mrs. Chap- 
man and Mrs. Higbee, and that his 
will covered disposition of all of the 
property in the estate. 

The will was construed previous- 
ly in 1917, in St. Louis Circuit 
Court, in connection with one be- 
quest to the Bethesda Corporation, 
and the disposition of some stock 
dividends, but Judge Tipton said it 
was necessary to construe it again 
to pass on the questions raised by 
the intervening heirs. 

Benjamin H. Chapman Jr., the 
surviving trustee of the trust creat- 
ed by the will, filed suit in 1927 to 
obtain court approval of his ac- 
counting, his discharge as trustee 
and termination of the trust. Such 
a decree was entered by the Cir- 
cuit Court but was set aside on 
motion of the intervenors. The Cir- 
cuit Court later dismissed the in- 
tervening petition. 

During the life of the trust ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 was received 
by Mrs. Chapman and Mrs. Higbee 
from sale of stocks in the trust 
estate, chiefly stock of the Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine Co. Mrs. 
Highee died in 1927.

LEAVES ESTATE

— “The complete walnut bedroom 
set now located in the hunting 
lodge at St. Peter’s Mo., in the room 
always occupiea by my mother, 
Lilly Busch; this bedroom set .was 
given to me by my mother many 
years ago.” , 

To Alice Busch Hager, daughter 
—“The following vehicles from my 
personal stable at Grant’s Farm, 
my vigilance coach,. one _ sailor 
wagon, one spider phaeton, one 
wicker cart with driver’s seat in 
the rear, one large sleigh, and one 
small sleigh for her son.” 

“All the rest, residue and remain- 
der of my estate, of every kind and 
wherever situated,” the will says, 
“whether in possession, right of 
possession or expectancy, and in- 
cluding therein any and all prop- 
erty beneficially neld for and not 
yet received by me as a part of 
my share of the estate of my late 
father, I give, devise and bequeath 
to my wife, Alice Busch, provided 
she survives me and provided as to 
items of personal property that she 
shall during her tife have received 
distribution thereof from the exec- 
utors. 

Suggestion to Widow. 

“Believing that she will find the 
sum of $60,000 annually adequate 
to provide for her maintenance, 
support and comfort in the manner 
in which she has been accustomed 
to live, I recommend to her that 
she distribute from time to time 
to our children, or the descendants 
of those children who may die prior 
to her death, such portion of the 
met income .. . as shall exceed 
said sum of $60,000. I also recom- 
mend that in disposing of the prin- 
cipal of said property she pay due 
regard to the provisions which I 
make in this will for my children 
and their descendants in the event 
my said wife should not survive me. 

“Having full confidence, however, 
in the fairness and judgment of my 
said wife, and realizing that 
changes in conditions which may 
ensue after my death may render 
the retention of more than $60,000 
of the income desirable and may 
render other dispositions of said 
principal and incéme more wise, I 
expressly declare my intent that 
my said recommendations to my 
wife, as to disposition of said in- 
come and principal, are not to be 
construed as imposing any limita- 
tion upon her title, or any trust or 
other obligation upon her, or as 
creating any rights in my said chil- 
dren or their descendants, but on 
the contrary, it is my intent that 
my wife’s title to all said property 
given, devised and bequeathed to 
her, and the income thereof, shall 
be absolute in both law and equity.” 

Provisions Now Voided. 

Nearly all the remainder of the 
document as filed—13% of the 17% 
typewritten pages—is devoted to 
the provisions for distribution 
among the five children, and their 
descendants, of the estaté, in case 
Mrs. Busch should not survive her 
husband, or surviving him; should 


die before receiving distribution of 
his personal estate from the execu- 
tors. Because of her survival, and 
}in the event of her further survival 
until distribution is made, these 
provisions are of no legal force, but 
they are for her guidance, if she 
chooses to follow them, in distribut- 
ing surplus income over $60,000 a 
year, and in drafting her own will. 

The division proposed in this part 
of the will was to be an equal one 
between the five direct heirs, with 
the descendants of each son or 
daughter inheriting the share of 
that heir in case of the,jheir’s death. 
Special provision was made, how- 
ever, for Mrs. Marie Busch Jones, 
wife of C. Drummond Jones, her 
share being placed in trust. 

As to Mrs. Jones, it was provided 
that she should receive from. the 
trustees the income’ of her share 
of the estate, and part of the prin- 
cipal if they deemed it necessary; 
also that “if and when my said 
daughter’s present married status 
shall be ended otherwise than by 
her death, the trustees shall have 
power, in their discretion, to make 
partial or complete distribution to 
her of the principal and accumulat- 
ed income of the trust estate.” 


Provisions for Husbands. 

As to the two other daughters, 
Mrs. Louis A. Hager Jr. and Mrs. 
Percy Orthwein, it was provided 
that on the death of either, with 
the husband surviving, the husband 
should receive $50,000. In the case 
of Mrs. Jones, it was provided that 
on her death her entire share 
should go to her surviving child 
or children, with no provision for 
her husband. 

Provision was made for the sur- 
viving widow of either son who 
should die, the widow to receive 
$50,000 if she “shall not have had 
a child or children born alive,” and 
with more detailed provisions for 
widows and children, if both Should 
survive. At the time the will was 
made, August Busch Jr. was a wid- 
ower. His second marriage took 
place last September. Adolphus 
Busch [II was married to his pres- 
ent wife in 1930, and one child has 
been born of this marriage. Adolphus 
has one child, and August two, by 
their first marriages. 

At the end of the provisions for 
distribution among the children, 
which, as stated, will be legally void 
when Mrs. Busch -receives her in- 
heritance, this statement is made: 

“It has been my intent in making 
gifts of homes, money or other 
property to my children, to treat 
them with substantial equality dur- 
ing my life, and in accord with this 
intent, I declare that all money and 
other property of every kind that 
I have heretofore given them, and 
all that I may give to any of them 
before my death, have been and 
will be gifts, not advancements, no 
matter what my books of account 
may show.” 

The last paragraph of the will 
says:

poison murder of Dr. John Preston 
Kennedy, Greenwood surgeon, that 
Dr. Kennedy “did not graduate 
from the Memphis medical school 
we attended together—he received 
a mail order diploma from an [Illi- 
nois institution.” 

Dr. Martin, brought forward by 
the defense to give data on the per- 
sonal habits of Dr. Kennedy, was 
not permitted, to testify about 
“drinking at school,” on the ground 
that the time was “too remote,” but 
said he had seen Dr. Kennedy 
“drunk in recent years.” He assert- 
ed that on one occasion he ‘“sus- 
pected Kennedy had taken a nar- 
cotic to steady himself because of 
the liquor.” 

Throughout the trial, the defense 
has attempted to show Dr. Kennedy 
was “a drinking man,” frequently 
ill. 

“More than a minute quantity of 
mercury would have been found in 
a post-mortem analysis if Kennedy 
had had enough to cause death,” 
said Dr. Martin, answering State 
testimony that “a trace of mer- 
cury” was disclosed by an autopsy. 

Dr. Martin also attacked the 
method of procedure in the Ken- 
nedy autopsy, adding: 

“An autopsy In the usual sense 
would have been most valuable in 
determining the cause of death.” 

He said a description of Dr. Ken- 

nedy’s fatal illness and its symp- 
toms did not indicate mercurial 
poisoning as contended by the 
State and concurred in the opinion 
of a defense alienist by saying h¢t 
did not believe “Kennedy could 
have given a rational statement” 
at the time he was quoted as mak- 
ing a dying declaration charging 
Dr. Dean with poisoning him, 
In response to a question, he said: 
“The use of whisky and recurring 
attacks .of malaria could produce 
kidney trouble and subsequently 
lead into nephritis.” 

The defense has attempted to 
show Dr. Kennedy suffered from 
malaria, and one of its physician- 
witnesses, who was called in to see 
Dr. Kennedy during his illness, said 
he thought the surgeon had “acute 
nephritis.” 

Attorneys put Dr. O. A. Smith, 
stand yesterday and propounding 
a long hypothetical question which 
included a repetition of the State’s 
description of the 10-day illness 
which preceded Dr. Kennedy’s death 
last August. Defense Counsel J. J. 
Breland then asked the witness if 
Dr. Kennedy could have made a 
“rational dying declaration” under 
the circumstances described. 

“It ismy opinion,” said Dr. Smith, 
“that this patient was not in a con- 
dition mentally to give a clear, con- 
cise and definite statement. His 
condition would not permit it. I 
doubt if the statement would be re- 
liable.” 

The judge held that “the mouse 
story” could be heard by the jury.

Took Appeal but Failed to 
Perfect It—Once in Peni- 
tentiary, but Freed by 
Judge’s Order. : 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.— 
The conviction of John Pippey of 


Kroger store, June 24, 1929, for 
which he received a nine-year pris- 
on sentence, was affirmed by. Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 
Court today nearly three years 
after the conviction. 

Various factors figured in the de- 


lay of four years, eight months 
between the time of the crime and 
the final affirmation of the convic- 
tion. 

Pippey was arrested a few days 
after the robbery, in which $69 was 
obtained, and was identified by 
Fred Baker, the store manager, in 
the robbery of June 24, 1929, and 
also in another holdup there the 
preceding April. He ‘was put on 
trial March 17, 1931, and convicted. 
A motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled June 15. On July 11 he was 
sentenced, but a motion for an ap- 
peal was allowed the same day. 


Appeal Not Perfected, 


The appeal papers were not filed 
in the Supreme Court until June 28, 
1932, near the end of the 12 months 
allowed. The $10 docket fee was 
not paid, however, and the case was 
not entered as a perfected appeal. 
Nothing was done about this omis- 
sion until 10 months later, when 
the Attorney-General filed a mo- 
tion to dismiss the appeal for fail- 
Supreme 
Court sustained the motion April 
20, 1933, and dismissed the appeal. 

Pippey was brought to the peni- 
tentiary here May 20, 1933, but on 
June 24, 1933, the fourth anniver- 
gary of the robbery, the Supreme 
Court sustained a motion of his at- 
torneys to set aside the dismissal 
of the appeal and reinstate it on 
the ground that the failure to per- 
fect it had been an oversight which 


was released on appeal bond July 
6, 1933. 

After one continuance, the appeal 
was submitted at the last term of 
Division No. 2, The opinion affirm- 
ing the conviction was written by 
Commissioner James A. Cooley and 
was concurred in by three Judges 
of the Division. 


Other Decisions. 


Judge Ellison sustained the con- 
viction and sentence to life impris- 
onment of Dan Evans, Nego, St. 
Louis, for the murder of Manuel 
Glatstein in October, 1930. Glat- 
stein was stabbed by three Negroes 
who attacked and robbed him in 
the 1400 block on North Fourteenth 
street in St. Louls. Evans was 
tried three times. He was convict- 
ed of murder in the first two trials, 
but each time won a new trial ‘in 
the lower court. ~ 

Life sentences imposed on Elliot 
Deshon and George Stanton of St. 
Joseph for the robbery of Miss Ed- 
na Robison and her escort in Feb- 
ruary, 1932, were upheld in an opin- 
ion by Judge Tipton.

MAYOR ON THE HIRING 
OF NON-RESIDENT 


Says Employes From Out of 
City Are Those With 
Special Qualifications. 


The only city employes who had 
not resided in the city for at least 
a year before their appointment are 
persons hired because of special 
qualifications and coming under 
exceptions provided in the Charter, 
Mayor Dickmann declared in a let- 
ter to the Board of Aldermen to- 
day. 

Last Friday the board adopted 
a resolution declaring it would not 
support ‘any appropriation to pay 
city employes not living here a year 
before appointment. This was 
aimed particularly at Miss Eliza- 
beth L. Brezee, statistician for the 
Health Division, brought here from 
Albany, N. Y., last summer. Health 
Commissioner Bredeck has said he 
could find no St. Louisans qualified 
for the position. The Efficiency 
Board exempted her from the resi- 
dénce qualification. 

The Mayor pointed out that the 
one-year residence clause made ex- 
ception for cases requiring excep- 
tional scientific, mechanical, pro- 
fessional or educational qualifica- 
tions, as determined by the Effi- 
ciency Board, and for day labor- 
ers. 

The Mayor’s Letter. . 

“I wish to remind the Board of 
Aldermen,” said the Mayor, “that a 
great many of the employes placed 
in the city government during my 
administration were recommended 
by others than myself, and it would 
be physically impossible to get all 
the true facts concerning appli- 
cants. A checkup is being made of 
all the employes of the city. If any 
member of the Board of Aldermen 
has any information tending to 
show that there is any one in the 
city’s employ who has not resided 
in the city for one year prior to 
his appointment or who does not 
come within the exceptions, I 
should appreciate being placed in 
possession of this information. 
At is my desire, and I am sure 
it is the desire of all heads of de- 
partments to comply strictly with 
the. Charter in this respect, as in 
ali others. If, therefore, there has 
been any imposition on any de- 
partment by any person, we wish 


pertaining to the case.” 
The Mayor, who left for a meet- 
ing of the Young Men’s Democratic 
Club at Jefferson City after sénd- 
ing the letter, expressed himself in 
thorough sympathy with the prin- 
ciple of the Charter requirement 
that employés in general shouid 
be residents. 

Nine Non-Residents. 
Nine of the 284 emplo'-es of the’ 
Health Division hau not lived here 
a year when appointed. Dr. Bre- 
deck has declared he would name 
St. Louisans to these positions if he 
could find qualified persons. Among 
the nine are six veterinarians espe- 
cially qualified for the city meat 
inspection service and a sanitary 
engineer. 

Aldermen also, had questioned the 
appointment of Julius Karty as as- 
sistant manager of the Municipal 
Auditorium, asserting he lived in 
University City. Karty ‘has dis- 
played an Election Board certificate 
showing he is a city voter. The 
Efficency Board made an exception 
for appointment of Joe Feuchter as 
efficiency engineer in the Street 
Division. Formerly . + was in pri- 
vate employ of Director of Streets 
and Sewers McDevitt. Some Alder- 
men said Feuchter resided in St.

Course of St. Louis Study in 
Five Fields Discussed at Wel- 
fare Committee Meeting. 


Plans for the future course of a 
survey of St. Louis social work pro- 
grams now in progress were out- 
lined yesterday at a meeting of the 
Welfare Plan Committee, under 


whose auspices the survey is being 
made. 

Tom K. Smith, chairman of the 
committee, presided at the meeting, 
held at Hotel Chase, and intro- 
duced the Rev. John O’Grady, sec- 
retary of the National Conference 
of Catholic Charities, and C. C. 
Stillman, director of the School of 
Social Administration of Ohio State 
University, two of the directors of 
the survey. The third director, 
Harry L. Lurie, of the Jewish So- 
cial Research Bureau, was unable 
to attend. 

Philip Klein. in Charge. 

Philip Klein, who is in immedi- 
ate charge of the study, discussed 
the five fields to be covered: De- 
pendency, child welfare, leisure- 
time activities, the Negro in indus- 
try and health service. 

The child welfare survey, Klein 
said, will be based partly on similar 
studies made in 1927 and 1928 by the 
Child Welfare League of America 
and Father O’Grady. Catholic, 
Protestant, Jewish and non-secta- 
rian agencies will be studied, Klein 
said. 

Under the heading of dependency 
will be considered population 
changes in St. Louis and the county, 
the relative growth of various races 
and nationalities, economic trends 
in this industrial area, wages, living 
costs, labor organization, and an- 
alysis of the volume of relief that 
has been required, 

Both public and private facilities 
for leisure-time activity will be con- 
sidered with a view to determining 
the adequacy of such programs and 
their probable future development.

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CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ACTS 
TO TAKE OVER ALL GOLD 


— Minister Offers Bill Providing for 
Central Bank, Dominion to Get 
Profits in Transfer.

OTTAWA, ONt., Feb. 23.—E. N. 
Rhodes, Minister of Finance, in- 
troduced in the House of Commons 


yesterday a bill providing for the 
establishment of a central bank, 
which would take over all gold in 
Canada. 


The measure would require banks 
to surrender to the proposed bank 
all the gold they own and hold in 
Canada and any profits resulting 
from the sale or devaluation of 
such gold would be paid to the 
Dominion Government for the con- 
solidated revenue fund. Profits on 
gold held by a chartered bank 
against liabilities elsewhere, it was 
provided, shall belong the char- 
tered bank. 

The Governor-in-Councii would be 
given power to require every per- 
son owning gold in Canada to trans- 
fer such gold to the bank of 
Canada. 

The constitution and powers of 
the new depository, which would 
be called the Bank of Canada, 
would follow the lines of a royal 
commission’s report recommending

Chartered banks would be barred 
from holding shares in the project- 
ed” institution, as would directors, 
officers, and employes of chartered 
banks.

SIX HARVARD ECONOMISTS 
PRAISE MONETARY POLICY

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has received an in- 
dorsement of his policies in a letter 
signed by six instructors in eco- 
nomics at Harvard, which the 
President attended. 

“While our support extends 
broadly to all the major efforts of 
your administration,” said the 
teachers, “we wish to single out 
for special commendation that 
which has received more criticism 
perhaps than any other at the 
hands of our professorial colleagues 
—namely, your monetary policy.” 

They said they considered the 
deliberate departure from the gold 
standard one of the “rare occasions 
since the war when a government 
both foresaw danger and took 
action to avoid it.” They called the 


abandonment of the gold standard} 


“an absolutely indispensable pre- 
requisite to the adoption of your 
other policies of reform and re- 
covery.” 

“Otherwise,” they said, “every 
proposal would have been opposed 
on the ground that it might en- 
danger the maintenance of the gold 
standard. ... We applaud your de- 
termination to vary the gold con- 
tent of the dollar if the occasion 
arises, although we hope you will 
not feel it necessary to confine 
yourselves within too narrow 
limits.” 

The message was signed by J. 
Raymond Walsh, Lauchlin Currie, 
John B. Crane, John M. Cassels, 
Robert K. Lamb and Alan R. 
Sweezey.

Plan Pending to Put Back

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—An ef- 
fort to restore to World War vet- 
erans all the benefits that were 
taken from them by the economy 
law was defeated in the Senate yes- 
terday. 

The Senate rejected, 60 to 14, an 
amendment by Senator Hatfield 
(Rep.), of West Virginia that would 
have repealed all rections of the 
economy law that affected veterans. 
It was estimated trat the amen 4- 
ment would have cost $220,000,090 
to $300,000,000. 

Hatfield offered the propo-al as 
a rider to an administration com- 
promise that Byrnes (Dem.), of 
South Carolina had proposed to at- 
tach to the independent offices ap- 
propriations bill. The Byrnes amend- 
ment would restore to the reoells 
thousands of veterans whose dis- 
abilities were presumed to have 
been of service origin before the 
economy act and who were taken 
off compensation by review boards 
since the act was passed last 
March. 

After rejection of the Hatfield 
amendment the Senate recessed 
until Monday under a debate-limit- 
ing agreement to speed passage cf 
the bill. 

The Byrnes amendment would 
grant veterans restored to the rolls 
75 per cent of the compensation 
they had been getting until their 
cases. are passed upon by the Vet- 
erans’ Board of Appeals. If the 
board restored them permanently 
to the rolls they would get the full 
pre-economy law benefits. 

It also would enact into law the 
recent Presidential regulation pro- 
viding free hospitalization for needy 
veterans of all wars, provided vet- 
erans’ hospital facilities are avail- 
able, and free domiciliary care *for 
permanently disabled. 

Party Lines Broken. 

Eleven R>publicans, two Demo- 
crats and the Farmer-Laborite, 
Shipstead, voted for the Hatfield 
amendment. Fifteen Republicans 
joined 45 Democrats in opposition. 

Hatfield said it was a “great in- 
justice” to say only 5421 Spanish 
War veterans had injuries directly 
connected with war service and 
that the same principle applied to 
World War veterans “when you tell 
me the 500,000 removed from the 
rolls are not entitled to help.” 

Byrnes replied that 20,000, or 6 
per cent of the Spanish War vet- 
erans were able to prove service 
connection for their disabilities, a 
requirement under the economy 
law.

Ballet Russe to Open 


With Symp 


hony Tonight 


Conductor of Monte Carlo Company of 106 
Dancers Praises Excellence of Golsch- 
mann’s Orchestra. 


World-famous principals of the 
Ballet Russe, artistic scion of Greek 
simplicity and the naive splendors 
of Russia under the Czars, arrived 
by special train today with their 
company of 64 dancers for four 
performances at the Odeon, begin- 
ning tonight, with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Many of the young women— 
walking stiffly in low-heeled shoes 
but noticeably attractive even in 
the drab station surroundings— 
carried fruit or flowers, apparent- 
ly souvenirs of the ciosing Chicago 
performance last night, and hand- 
ed them out generously. to small 
boys who clustered round them. 

With them were Leonid Massine, 
ballet master; Col. Vassily de Basil, 
who formed the new Ballet Russe 
under the sponsorship of Princess 
Charlotte of Monaco after the death 
of Diaghilev, and a dozen noted 
dancers, including one or two whose 
work, like Massine’s, has been of 
historic importance in the develop- 
ment of the modern ballet. 

St. Louis, alone of the cities vis- 
ited in a brief American tour, will 
hear a full symphony orchestra 
with the ballet. Efrem Kurtz, con- 
ductor, commented yesterday after 
his first rehearsal of the orchestra, 
it will be a privilege for the ballet 
to appear with a symphonic organi- 
zation which he declared “distinct- 
ly first-class.” 

Praises Golschmann’s Work. 

“It’s no easy task to produce 
eight ballets in three days,” he 
added. “But Conductor Golsch- 
mann of your orchestra, has sim- 
plified the task for me. You have 
a wonderful group of musicians, 
an orchestra of perfect discipline, 
and their training has so prepared 
them that I have little left to do. 
I am eager for the night and the 
opportunity to conduct them with 
the ballet for the first time.” 

While Kurtz and Golschmann 
had never met, they :elt like “old 
friends,” the Kussian conductor 
remarked, since they were associ- 
ated with the same musical groups 
in Paris and both appeared in a 
biography of Paviowa, for whom 
both had conducted. Kurtz, born 
in Russia, is a naturalized citizen

The modern ballet arose from the 
contact of Isadora Duncan's highly 
individualized method of expressing 
musical moods simply and directly 
in Grecian forms and the flaw- 
less but conventionalized technique 
of the Russian Imperial Ballet. 
While the classical ballet had faded 
from most of Europe, it had 
reached the apex of technical per- 
fection at Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg when Isadora Duncan vis 
ited Russia in 1907. 


Michael Fokine, whose choreg- 
raphy is presented in several of 
the ballets to be performed here, 
was moved by Isadora Duncan’s 
theories to “sweep away the accum- 
ulated traditions of two centuries” 
and make the ballet free to express 
any dramatic subject. His was the 
choregraphy of al] the early bal- 
lets. 

Two years later the new art was 
introduced to the eutside world 
when Serge Diaghilev—once editor 
of a little Russian art magazine— 
took his company to Paris. Tours 
followed through WBurope, North 
and South America. 

Advances Under Massine. 

Massine, who produced his first 
ballet in 1917, introduced a new 
element of Andalusian crispness 
developed in his study of “The 
Three-Cornered Hat.” The story, 
from a novel of a corregidor’s hap- 
less quest for the favor of a mill- 
er’s wife, had been wrought into 
a play with incidental music by 
De Falla.

State’s Congressmen Getting 
Together on Plan for 1,500,- 
000-Acre Reserve. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Estab- 
lishment of a 1,500,000-acre national 


would necessitate en· 
largement of the .our approved Mis- 
souri purchase units and mean the 
creation of new units. 

A plan for such expansior. in the 
State has been devised and pre- 
sented to the National Forest Res- 
ervation Commission. It will be 
considered at a meeting in about 
two weeks. 

Among those actively interested 
in its adoption are Representative 
Williams of Hillsboro, Representa- 
tive Ruffin of Springfield, and Rep- 
resentatives Claiborne and Cochran 
of St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce and other civil groups in 
the State are lending their. support 
to an enlargement of the Forest 
Service’s program in the State. 

Four Purchase Units Now. 

The State at present has four 
purchase units, the Clark, Fristoe, 
Gasconade and Pond Fork. The 
commission already has authorized 
the purchase of 106,476 acres of 
| cutover timber lands in these units. 
’ These units, however, were estab- 
lished at a time the State law per- 
mitted thé purchase by the Goverr- 
ment of no more than 25,000 acr-s 
in any county for forestation pur- 
poses. A recent speciai session of 
the State Legislature has raised the 
limit to 100,000 acres. , 

Williams, who has made a speci 
study of the situation, says the 
maximum size of a national] forest 
in Missouri under the present 
boundaries of the purchase units 
would be approximately 550,000 
acres, a fifth of which already has 
been acquired by the Government. 

With the removal of the 25,000- 
acre. restriction, however, a much 
larger forest is possible. Williams 
estimates that 1,500,000 acres could 
be thrown into a reservation under 
the proposed plan for enlarging the 
units and establishing others. 

Tracts Once Rich in Pine. 

The purchases authorized are in 
a locality where once the country’s 
largest pine lumber industry was 
centered. Half a century ago some 
of the largest sawmills in the 
world were in operation there. Tim- 
ber was cut over and the industry 
died. 

Government control of the land 
will rehabilitate these huge pine 
and oak forests, the Missouri Con- 
gressmen believé, and create an ex- 
cellent playground and hunting 
ground for the state. 

Some local objection to the crea- 
tion of such a forest has developed. 
It has been argued that removal of 
such a large acreage from tax rolls 
will injure county units, but Wil- 
liams says he is convinced counties 
will benefit rather than lose rev- 
enues. At present, he declares, 
much of the land is idle and not 
productive of taxes. 

However, under the plan of pur- 
chase by the Government, 25 per 
cent of all revenues from the land 
is returned to school and road 
funds of the State. 

Such revenue consists of grazirg 
fees, sale of lumber and rentals 
from occasional farms included in 
purchases and maintained for oc- 


cupancy.

COURT UPHOLDS $67,000 LEVY 
AGAINST PHIL BALL ESTATE 


A $67,786.62 deficiency income 
tax assessment against the estate 
of the late Phil deC. Ball, president 
of the St. Louis Browns, was upheld 
today by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

The court sustained the ruling of 
the Board of Tax Appeals, which 
had held that Ball owed the amount 
as the result of a transfer of stock 
of the Federal Cold Storage Co. of 
St. Louis to the City Ice & Fuel 
Co. of Cleveland. Facts set forth 
were that Ball paid $41,115 for the 
Federal Cold Storage Co. stock in 
1922 and received bonds and stocks 
of the City Ice & Fuel Co. worth 
$383,740 when he made the transfer 
in 1925. 

Attorneys for Ball and later for 
his estate had contended that the 
increment could not be taxed as it 
came about by a reorganization.

BALLAST 10 REBUILD FORT 


Restoring Colonists’ Settlement 
on Roanoke Island. 
MANTEO, N. C., Feb. 23.— 


Stones used as ballast in ships that 
carried Sir Walter Raleigh’s colon- 
ists to Roanoke Island will be util- 
ized in restoring their fort on its 
original site. 

Because of the shallow water in 


overboard near Nag’s Head, and al- 
though it has lain submerged 347 
years, tradition has kept its loca- 
tion marked. 

Workers employed by the Civil 
Works Administration had little 
difficulty in finding them and be- 
ginning salvage. 

The Roanoke Island commission 
is bent on having the restoration 
completed well before 1937, when 
an international ceremony will be 
held at the fort to celebrate the 
250th anniversary of the founding 
of the colony. 

The North Carolina government 
obtained a CWA appropriation of 
$20,000 to rebuild the colony. Mean- 
while a crew of woodsmen is 
searching surrounding islands for 
cedar logs to reconstruct tthe set- 
tlers’ palisade and cabins. 

Although the colony was the 
first English settlement in the new 
world and America’s first white 
child, Virginia Dare, was born there, 
it was not permanent.

Peanut Butter Cup Cakes. 
Two tablespoons butter or other | 
fat. 

Two tabespoons peanut butter, 
One-half cup sugar. 

One egg. : 
One and one-half cups sifted flour. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Two and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder . 

One-half cup milk. 

Cream the butter or other fat and 
peanut butter, add sugar gradually 
and egg well beaten. Mix and sift 
flour, salt and baking powder, and 
add ajternately with milk to first 
mixture. Bake in greased muffin 
pans about 25 minutes in a moder- 


ate oven. 

Eggiess Cup Gakes. 
One-half cup butter or other fat. 
One and one-half cups brown 
sugar. 

Two and one-half 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup clabbered milk. 
One-half teaspoon soda. 

Two tablespoons chopped nuts. 
Cream fat, then mix in thorough- 
ly brown sugar, flour and salt. Set 
aside about one-fourth cup of this 
and mix it with the nuts . Stir the 
soda and milk in the rest of the 
fat and sugar mixture, and pour 
into greased muffin pans. Cover 
the top of the cakes with the nut 
mixture. Bake in a moderate oven 
for about 25 to 30 minutes, or until 
lightly browned. 

Ginger Cup Cakes. 
One-third cup shortening. 
One-half cup brown 
One egg, well beaten. 

One-half cup molasses. 

One cup bran. 

One and one-half cups flour. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 

One and one-half teaspoons gin- 
ger. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One tespoon baking powder. 
One-half teaspoon soda. 

One-half cup buttermilk or sour 
milk. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
egg, Molasses and all-bran. Sift dry 
ingredients and add alternately with 
the milk. Pour into greased small 
muffin tins. Bake in a moderate 
oven for about 30 minutes. Cool 
and cover with the following frost- 


ing: 

Orange Butter Frosting. 
One egg yolk, well beaten. 
Three tablespoons orange juice. 
Two teaspoons lemon juice. 
Three cups powdered sugar.

' ®Tf, in the interest of getting thin, 


you're giving up breakfast, you're 
making a big mistake,” say physi- 
ologists, who know the workings of 
the human stomach. “Because of 
all meals, breakfast is the one that 
is ‘worked off, ‘burned up by activ- 
ity’—or, in other words, so, com- 
pletely used up that there is no 
chance for any of it to be stored 
as fat. In fact, if you will consider 
your day, you will find that the 
most active part of it occurs follow- 
ing breakfast. This, then, should 
be the meal at which you can eat 
the most with the least fear of hav- 
ing it store up excess avoirdupois. 

“Moreover, those who eat good 
breakfasts are less apt to be driven 
by hunger to over-indulge at lunch- 
eon'or dinner. Most important of 
all, the particular things one eats at 
breakfast provide such a large share 
of wholesome minerals and vita- 
mins that scientists say this meal 
is doubly important to health. For 
example, your dish of oatmeal, to- 
gether with whole milk and fruit, 


gives you an almost perfectly bal- 


anced meal, This is because milk is 
rich in calcium, and together with 
the roughage and iron and vitamins 
that oatmeal contains, it gives your 
body the very things it most needs, 
especially if you are limiting your 
food at other meals.” 

“The trouble with all of us in the 
morning,” says Dr. Francis G. 
Benedict, of ‘Carnegie Institute, 
Washington, “is that our energy on 
awakening is so feeble that ft would 
barely keep a 68-watt bulb going.” 
. Of course when we get out of bed 
and start moving around, our ener- 
gy production rises. And so do our 
food requirements. Just sitting up 
increases the energy we spend 5 
per cent. Standing up, 10 per cent. 
A brisk walk, 200 per cent. While 
a man working up to the limit of 
physical exxertion will increase his 
energy expenditure 1000 per cent or 
more. 

So that’s the reason the world 
looks so blue to the person who 
doesn’t eat a good breakfast. When 
he awakens, after a 12 hours’ fast, 
he has exhausted the food energy 
of his last meal the day before. 
And yet before him stretch the four 
hardest hours of the day—the hours 
in which, according to statistics, 
the world does 70 per cent of its 
day's work. Whst happens? He 
has no food energy to go on. So 
he must fall back on nervous en- 
ergy. And when you go on nerves 
instead of food, the results are bad 
for you and hard on your asso 
ciates.

Sift 
flour over onions, stir to blend well, 
then add water in which potatoes 
were boiled. Cook until slightly 
thickened, stirring frequently. Com- 
bine mashed potatoes and diluted 
milk. Add to soup with seasonings 
and heat thoroughly. 


A time-saving feature of the rec- 
ipe is the direction for adding the 
evaporated milk after the rest of 
the combination is piping hot. The 
milk goes in, and presto! the soup 
can be served. : 

Cream of Green Bean Soup. 


Three tablespoons butter. 

One pint finely cut string beans. 

One tablespoon minced onion. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

Dash of cayenne. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One pint boiling water. 

One tall can evaporated milk. 

Melt butter. Add béans, onion, 
and seasoning. Cover and simmer

You will find another green leafy, 
végetable on the markets—escarole, 
or broad-leaved endive. This is very 
popular with people of Italian stock, 
in fact escarole is shipped only to 
communities where there is a fair- 
ly large Italian population. It is one 
of the best of all greens for vitamin 
A, and like all the other green 
leaves is a very good source of 
iron, too. It is used chiefly as a 
raw salad.

House Approves Diplomat Pay Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — The 
House yesterday passed a bill to 
pay persons in the United States 
diplomatic and consular service in 
other countries enough to make up 
for the lowered purchasing power 
of the dollar.

In addition the State received $6660 
from occupational taxes. 

It cost the State only $10,158 to
